Local guard unit notified of pending activation

Select members of the Elba 
National Guard unit (3/117 
Mield Artillery) have been noti 
lied of a pending activation and 
deployment in Iraq 

Initial information is that 
those activated will bé involved 
in Security duty, The actual 
number of Guardsmen being 
activated from the local unit is 
unknown at this time and esti 
mites Vary trom source to 
source. The entire battery will 
not be mobilized, 

Lt Colonel Bob Horton said 
Monday evening from a meet 
ing he was attending out West 
that the local troops will spend 
the first couple of days of their 
activation locally, getting men 
and equipment ready for active 
duty. They will then spend 
about 45 days at an yet to be 
announced military base train- 
ing for their special assign- 
ment, according to Horton, He 
added that the men are expect- 
ed to receive orders for active 


, duty in early November, 


On Tuesday afternoon of this 


week 4 prepared news release 
from the Alabama National 
(Guard headquarters in 


Montgomery read as follows: 
“Another Alabama Army 
National Guard unit has 
received mobilization orders 
for duty in Operation Iraqi 
Kreedom, according to Major 
General Mark Bowen, adjutant 


general of Alabama, 

Bowen announced today that 
approximately 120 personnel 
from Headquarters, ird 
Battalion 117th Field Artillery 
in Troy will mobilize in early 
November. They will report to 
a Stateside mobilization station 
for an intensive train-up period 
before deploying to their over- 
seas duty station. 

The exact date of activation 
and date of departure from 
home station have not been 
announced at this time. The 
unit members will perform a 
security mission while on 


active duty. 

“lam confident the 3/117th 
Field Artillery will continue to 
build on the Alabama Guard's 
proud legacy of service in our 
nation’s war of terrorism,” said 
Bowen 

The activation of the 3/117th 
Field Artillery is part of the 
ongoing call-up of units nation- 
wide for Operations Noble 
Eagle, Enduring Freedom and 
Iraqi Freedom. Since Sept. 11, 
2001 (9-11), nearly, 9,000 
Alabama Army and Air Guard 
personnel have been called to 
active duty.”

The Elba Tigers can take another giant step toward a berth in the 
state high school football playoffs Friday night when they host the 
Samson Tigers, ina “must win” region clash at Elba's Tiger 
Stadium. 

Elba will carry a 2-5 record into the clash, but more’ important 
is the fact the Tigers own a 2-3 region record and know that wins 
in their final two region games will give the Tigers the #4 spot in 
the region standings and a berth in the playoff: 

“This team has refused to quit and has now put itself in position 
to make the state playoffs with wins in its final two games.” said 
Elba’s Coach Scott Rials, “After its 0-5 start it would have been 
easy to just go through the motions and get the season over with 
but these players have never quit working and with two straight 
wins are right back in the playoff picture. It is a credit to the play 
ers and their dedication to the program. and the next step will 
come Friday night against Samson’ ’ 

Samsor will enter Friday night's region clash with a 2-5 record 
and stands 0-5 in the region, but first year Coach Eddie 
Stephenson and his team knows that a -win Friday night over the 
Tigers will knock Elba out of the playoffs and there is no doubt 
Coach: Stephenson will have his team ready to play the role of 
spoiler 

“One of the first things I noticed when I got here was our 
strength level was down and that is what we worked on all sum: 
mer,” stated Coach Stephenson in a preseason interview. “Our 
goal was to get our strength and endurance up. and strength and 
conditioning is the catalyst to our future. We are trying to get the 
players to realize that you can be anything you dream to be and so 
can-this football team. We haven't Set any lofty goals or anything 
like that, we just want to try to make the playoffs.”

ELBA TIGERS KEEP PLAYOFF HOPES ALIVE 


The Elba Tigers went to Wicksburg last week knowing that wins 
in their final three region games would get them into the state play 
offs, and they made it past the first test with flying colors after dis- 
posing of the out-manned Panthers 34-7 in a game that wasn’t even 
as close as the lopsided score might indicate. Elba had chances to 
blow the game open early, but had a touchdown nullified by a penal- 
ty late in the half and then fumbled away a sure score early in the 
third quarter after moving to a first down inside the one-yardline 
While the Tigers were far from perfect, they did take care of busi- 
ness and now have two region games ahead and stil] know that if 
they win.them both they will make the playoffs 

The Elba offense suffered two major mistakes in the win that cost 
them two touchdowns, but still rolled up over 450 yards in total 
offense for an average of over 10 yards every time they snapped the 
football, The Tigers rushed for 274 yards on 27 carries, an average 
of over 10 yards per carry, and completed nine of fifteen passes for 
178 yards, an average of almost twenty yards per reception. The 
offense had two touchdowns rushing and two more through the air, 
which is about as balanced as it gets 

The Elba defense didn’t shine as brightly as it did in its big win 
over New Brockton, but surrendered only one touchdown for the 
second Straight week and scored a touchdown of its own on a pass 
interception. Wicksburg did move the bal] and had first downs at the 
Elba 39 and 33 in the first half/and were turned away empty-hand- 
ed, then in the second half were turned back after they had driven to 
a first down at the Elba Il-yardline. The Tigers bent quite a few 
times in the win, but refused to break, and allowed only one touch 
down to a team that did have quite a few offensive weapons

Parental influence and involvement 


key to teens’ sexual decision making 


When it Comes to positively 
influencing teens’ sexual dect- 
Sion-making, parénts would prob- 
ably be surprised to learn that 
they. not the media or their teens’ 
friends, are the most influential 
factor. 

According to the National 
Campaign to. Prevent Teen 
Pregnancy’s two most recent sur- 
veys, conducted between August 
and September 2003, titled “With 
One Voice: America’s Adults and 
Teens Sound Off About Teen 
Pregnancy” and “The Parent Gap 
Teen Pregnancy and Parental 
Influence,” nearly half (45 per; 
cent) of teens said that parents 
influenced their decisions about 
sex more than anyone else. 

An even clearer majority (59 
percent)-Said they considered their 
parents role models of healthy 
and responsible relationships. 
Additionally. a vast majority (88 
percent) of teens said it would be 
“easier” to postpone sexual actiy 
ity and avoid teen pregnancy 1 
they were able to have “more 
open, . honest conyersations” 
about these issues ‘with their par 
ents 

Vhis illustrates the need lor par 
ents to talk with their teens early 
and often, clearly communicating 
their own sexual values, while 
recognizing that postponing sexu 
al involyement unt] marriage 1s 


the healthiest choice. for teens’ 


emotionally and physically. 

So, how can parents become 
more effective at influencing 
teens’ sexual decision-making? 
Here are some helpful ups from 
the Medical Institute for Sexual 
Health; 1) Start early, work your 
way up to talking about sex; 2) 
Believe in your children/teens and 
build their confidence; 3) Look 
for teaching opportunities and use 
them; 4) Relax and creale an open 
environment for talking; 5) Give 
accurate, age-appropriate infor 
mation; and 6) Anticipate the next 
stage before it happens. 

To help equip parents to 
accomplish this task, Specific 
abstinence-only educational 
materials such as: “Sex Q and A 
Kids’ Questions-Parents’ 
Answers,” “Saving Sex for 
Marriage-Abstinence is a Choice 
Worth Making,” and 
“Encouraging Abstinence-Ten 
Tips for Parents” are available 
free upon request from the 
Alabama Abbtinence-Only 
Education Program through the 
Alabama Department of Public 


Health. Bureau of Family Health 
Services. Similarly, the issue of 
family “connectedness” has been 
revealed as an/important factor in 
protecting teens. According to the 
2000) National. Longitudinal 
Study of Adolescent Health, the 
largest national study of its Kind 
ever conducted (90,000° adoles 
cents in grades 7-12), positive 
parent-family relationships help 
prevent teens’ involvement. in 
misky behaviors, which include 
early Sexual intercourse. 

The National Campaign to 
Prevent ‘Teen Pregnaney’s 
September 2003 publication, 
titled “Parent Power: What 
Parents Need to Know and Do to 
Help Prevent Teen Pregnancy,” 
also concludes “parents should 
recognize that a close, loving rela 
tionship with their children ean be 
the best protection” against teen 
pregnancy. 

To help parents take a more 
active role in their teens’ lives, 
specific abstinence-only educa 
tional materials such — as 
“Connected Parents” and 
“Reaching the Millennial 
Generation” reports are also ayail 
able tree upon request from the 
program 

According to the Centers for 
Disease Control and Prevention, 
(eens contract nearly one in four 
of the 15 million cases of sexual 
ly transmitted ‘diseases with 
Which Americans will become 
infected this year. 

The good news for parents 1s 
that there are numerous, Outstand- 
ing and medically accurate abst 
nence-only educational materials 
available free upon request trom 
the Alabama Abstinence-Only 
Education Program to equip them 
to be. more effective with thei 
influence and more connected 
through their involvement in their 
teens’ lives—both of which are 
key to protecting teens trom pre 
marital sexual involvement 

In addition, the program's Web 
site at Www.adph.orp/abstinence 
has information on sexually wans 
mitted diseases, leen pregnancy 
stalisucs and reasons why abst 
nence until marriage is the health 
lest choice for teens

During Elba City Council meeting 
Citizens of Mulberry Heights voice concerns 


by Ferrin Cox, Publisher 


li was soon apparent at the 
Elba City Council meeting 
Monday evening that this was 
not to be “business as usual” 

A group of people who billed 
themselves as Concerned 
Citizens of Mulberry Heights 
filed into the room in ones and 
twos until there was over a 
dozen of them and they were 
officially on the agenda for the 
evening 

Timothy Williams was the 
official spokesperson for the 
group, but Eugene Brown and 
Willie - Paul. Caldwell also 
addressed the city council. 

Their complaints - centered 
around police actions - after 
responding to a complaint of a 


domestic dispute on October the — 


18th between. 7:30 and 8:00 
p.m. 

Williams was concerned that 
police wanted to arrest Mr, 
Caldwell when he (Williams) 
and other witnesses hadn't seen 
him do anything wrong. He said 
it appeared they were not asking 
any questions. He was also con- 
cerned that no one could tell 
him who called in the com 


plaint 

Caldwell told council mem- 
bers his version of what hap- 
pened that night and admitted to 
telling police officers he was not 
going to be arrested, 


Brown complained that police 
would ride by white teenagers 
hanging around the bank park 
ing lot and drive to Mulberry 
and tell those youth to get out of 
the streets. He’ also made refer 
ence to beer drinking. 

Councilman Tom Hooks said 
complaints he has received 
tended to point a finger at one or 
two afternoon shift polidé offi- 
cers as major offenders, without 
naming names. 

Mayor James Grimes said the 
police chief would look into the 


matter, Later, at the request of 


Councilman Ronnie Hammond, 
the council voted'to hold a work 
session next Monday evening 
(with the police’chief) to discuss 
the actions of police officers 

Police Chief R. W. Whitworth 
announced to the council that 
due to recent complaints of 
speeding, officers will he work- 
ing radar on Highland Drive. 

He also reported that another 
police officer has been activated 
with the Alahama’ National 
Guard. This time itis not for a 
few weeks. but for duty in Iraq. 

The department has made 16 
drug arrests in October, aceord- 
ing to the police chief.

While assisting Coffee 
County Department of Human: 
Resources personnel on a wel- 
fare check concern last 
Wednesday, Oct. 21, deputies 
with the ‘Coffee County 
Sheriff's Department and offi- 
cers from the Twelfth Judicial 
Circuit Drug Task Force recoy- 
ered approximately eight grams 
of-methamphetamine and: five 
pipe bombs,
